HIS DEMURRER OVERRULED. 


EUGEXEFIELD DEAD. 


Died Unexpectedly at Chicago this Morn- 


ing After a Short Illness.

CHICAGO, 111., November 4.—Eugene 


Field, the famous weftern poet and jour- 
nalist, died here this morning at 5 o'clock. 


He had been ill for three days, but his 


death was entirely unexpected and was 
caused by failure of the heart. Mr. Field 
was born at St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 2,1850. 
His early 
years were spent in part 


in 
Massachusetts 
and 
Vermont, 


but 
he 
finished 
his 
education 


at the State university at Columbus, Ohio. 
At the age ot 23 he became a journalist 
and connected himself with papers in 
Missouri and Colorado. In 1883 he con- 
nected himfelf with the Chicago Daily 
News and became famous while on its 
staff. He earned the soubriquet of "Chi- 
cago humorist." The best known of his 
published works are "Denver Tribune 
Primer," "Culture's 
Garden," 
"Little 


Book of Western Verse" and "Little Book 
of Profitable Tales." Mr. Field has writ- 
ten with deep pathos as well as light 
humor.

THE DEMOCRATS USE SUNDAY.

Pittsficld's Festival Did 
Nor Pay 
and 


North Adams' Cooperation is Wanted. 


The directors of the Berkshire musical 


festival association met last week and dis- 
cussed the situation, as tbe time is ap- 
proaching when rckersals should begin if 
a festival is to be given next spring. Tbe 
society has not paid expenses the last two 
years, about JSOO being the deficit last May, 
and altogether the twelve directors have 
put their hands in their pockets to the 
tune of about $1,100 and said nothing. 
They havehad all they should have of that 
sort of thing and, alter looking over the 
matter thoroughly. President W. P. Wood 
of the soitty was asked to appoint a com- 
mittee which sball confer witii Mr. Piun- 
kett of Adams looking towards a consoli- 
dation of the local association with the 
musical society of North Adams. Both 
are, it is undersood, on a basis which does 
not pay, and it is believed that by uniting 
them and centralizing the interest and 
management financial loss may be stopped 
and much bstter results obtained in every 
way.—Republican.

SUPERINTENDENT ALLEN 
REPORTS. 


The Work Promises to be an Excellent 


Thing for the Town. Financial Support 


Assured. 
A Veteran Tramp 


Turns Up. 


The meeting at the lodging house Satur- 


day evening to look over the . place and 
hear the report of what had been done up 
to date, etc., was attended by Revs. W. L. 
Tenney, A. B. Church," F. D. Penney, 
J. C. Tebbetts, William Arthur Gallup, 
Mr. Billings and W. W. Buller. 
Others 


were expected, but Saturday evening is 
one in which many fli|d it difficult to get 
out for anything of this kind. 
Those 


present were shown through the lodging 
house, which they found very comforta- 
ble aud appropriate for the work, about 
the only thing lacking being a stove for 
the sitting room, and this will be sup- 
plied at once. 


After the place had been inspected Mr. 


Allen gava a full report of all expendi- 
tures to date, with a statement of the 
amount needed to carry on the work for 
six months, which is $700 in round num- 
bers. The matter was tben discussed in an 
informal way. All present were well sat- 
isfied with the way in which the work has 
been conducted thus far and assured Mr. 
Allen that there would be no lack of sup- 
port. Mr. Allen said he wanted to add to 
the establishment a place for fumigating 
clothing and bedding, and explained how 
it would be done. A tight closet will be 
built against the wall and have a pipe 
leading through 
the 
side 
of 
the 


building to 
the 
ppen air. This 


pipe will be supplied with a damper that 
will be closed while fumigation is in pro- 
cess, and afterwards opened to let out the 
sulphur smoke. 
One of the company 


asked what effect this would have on the 
surrounding atmosphere and Mr. Allen 
thought it would serve to purify it. The 
healthfulness of the fumigator was not 
further called in question. 


The question of ways and means was 


talked over at some length. Mr. Allen 
thought the board of trade could properly 
take hold of the matter, as the work is a 
direct benefit to business men and prop- 
erty owners by lessening their liability to 
flre and depredation. The $700 called for 
pays for fitting up the lodging house and 
supports the 
Hescue mission for six 


months. It may not be understood by all 
that Mr. Allen came here to take charge 
of the Rescue mission, which was estab- 
lished a year or two ago by'Mr. Andrews. 
That is the work that brought -Mr. Allen 
here, but there not being-enough of it to 
occupy all his time, be has added this cof- 
fee and lodging house and will try to 
make it not only a vry useful, but self- 
Bupporting institution! 


The gentlemen present were well pleas- 


ed with all the arrangements. Mr. Allen 
reported that in raany cases liberal dis- 
counts had been made by merchants and 
others of whom materials had been pur- 
chased, and he,spoke particularly of J. 
W: Valentine, who donated his bill of 
$9.80 for kalsomining. All considering 
this is a very generous thing for Mr. Val- 
entine to do. 


It was finally decided to take an envel- 


ope collection at all the churches next 
Sunday in aid of the work. The matter 
will be fully explained by the pastors to 
their congregations and it is believed 
there will be a general and generous re' 
spouse when the merits of the enterprise 
arc understood. C. W. Gallup was elected 
treasurer. 


The gentlemen were surprised to learn 


that thiriy-seven men had been fed or 
lodged during the few days since the 
house was opened, and when the meeting 
adjourned they had a chance to see quite 
a number who were in lor the night. An 
interesting fact in this connection is that, 
although the house has been opened but a 
few days, Mr. Allen has already been 
called upon by a tramp whom he saw at 
the Jerry McAuley mission in New York 
in 1884. Mr. Allen recognized him and 
.made him admit the fact, although he de- 
nied it at first. The fellow acknowledged 
that he had been tramping ever since. 
He has evidently been successful in his 
profession, for he hesitated very seriously 
about doing any work, but Mr. Allen en- 
. forced tl.e rules and the man had to square 
his account with the house before he left. 
He will probably not come this way 
again. 


Tho general plan of the work to be done 


has already been told. The enterprise is 
now well on its feet and needs only finan- 
cial support and the co-operation of the 
people of the town, who are again urged* 
to stop feeding Iratnps or giving them 
clothing, and to bend all such characters 
to the lodging house, where they will be 
kindly treated and cared for at small cost 
in either money or labor, and where if 
they are houestly looking for work, they 
will be aided in finding employment.

which means the employment of seventy- 
five or one hundred additional hands. 


The card and spinning rooms at the mill 


were shut down about two years ago and 
nothing lias been done in that department 
since. 


The reason for the shut down was be. 


cause a liner grade of yarn was required in 
the mill than could be made in it. It was 
more convenient and cheaper at that time 
lor the company to buy the desired qual- 
ity of yarn in the market than it was to 
repair the machinery and make the alter- 
ations necessary before the yarn required 
could be produced. 


The company has now decided to make 


these alterations that will enable it to 
make its own yarn. The changes are al- 
ready commenced, the machines are being 
overhauled and it is thought by next 
Mon- 


day morning the works in these rooms 
can be started in part. When all is in 
running order again 10,000 spindles will be 
in operation which means the addition to 
the mill force of nearly 100 employes.

We urge all to vote "No" upon 
the proposition. 


1. Because suffrage is not a natural or moral 


right, but a duty, to be imposed for the benefit 
of the community upon those best fitted to 
perform it.. 


2. Becaus? women suffer no injustice in 
Massachusetts. 


8. Because tho vast majority of women in 
Massachusetts, knowing that their rights are 
fully protected today, do not desire the suf- 
frage. This is plainly shown by the fact that 
over 450.COJ out of 500,01,0 women entitled to 
register to vote on this question have failed to 
£o so. 


4. Because the nervous and physical strength 


of women in their present fields of activity ia 
already overtaxed. 


c. Because tho power to make the laws and 
the power to enforce the laws ought to go to- 
gether. 


6. Because, if women participated in town 


meetings, a muster of the whole adult com- 
m'unity at the s^^e hour would be necessary. 


Who, then, would look after the homes and 
the children?

7. Because doubling the number of voters 


would oblige many of our towns to abandon 
the Si-stem of town government for that of a 
city; in this case, with no compensating ad- 
vantage. 


8. Because we do not believe the political 


conditions of Utah, Wyoming or Colorado are 
to be preferred in any respect to those of Mas- 
sachusetts.

like if they will only agree. The Chroni- 
cle suggests the constituting of Constanti- 
nople as !i free city, with 60 miles ot 
borderland on both sides of the streets. 


The Times says editorially: 
Turkish 


news is of a pravc and disquieting char- 
acter. 
Like other things Turkish, the 


Armenian commission of control comes 
too late. Tho porte seems to hope that 
the summoning of tho reserves will restore 
order,'but at best tho process of restora- 
tion is likely to 1» a rough one. The edi- 
torial then proceeds to argue that the Arme- 
nians, by t huir revolutionary tactics, have 
forfeited the sympathy of the English 
government, who hus already, in their iu- 
terest, gone as near provokinga disastrous 
disagreement with the European powers 
as would beVpermissible to a prudent na- 
tion. 
Therefore, concludes The Times, 


we are disinclined to risk reopening the 
whole Eastern question for their sake. 


Far From Settlcfnent. 


Official telegrams received here state 


that several persons were killed aud 
wounded at Dircbirkar on Friday during 
some riots from an Armenian attack upon 
the mosques. 


Some Zeitoun Armenians attacked Lieu- 


tenant Hassan Agha, who, with his wife 
and children, were traveling through 
Mar.ish, and killed the whole family and 
rifled the bodies of the victims. 


The Amencnu missionaries in Bitlis 


have again complained to United States 
Minister Terrell that they are inlmminent 
danger. Mr. Terrell and Michael Herbert, 
the British charare d'affaires, have, there- 
fore, again made a demand upon the porte 
to insure the protection of the Americans. 


The report which has been published of 


Turkish attacks upon the Bulanik, Khar- 
put, Sivus, Urfa and elsewhere are not 
fully confirmed, but both tha grand vizier 
and tho Armenian patriarch have sent 
telegrams enjoining upon the people to 
put forth efforts to calm the excitement. 


It is rumored that the Turks are still 


pillaging the Armenian shops in Erzroom, 
where the riots are found to have been 
more serious than was at first reported. 
It is now said that 2UO corpses have al- 
ready been counted. 


The Armenian population of Anatolia 


are sending delegates to petition M. Nelid- 
off, the Russian ambassador, to request 
Russia to temporarily occupy the Arme- 
nian provinces^

FOUND GUILTY 


Jury Promptly Convict Him of th( 


Murder of B. P. Pitezel. 


Application For a New Trial 


Immediately Filed. 


Story of Hie Crimes Laid at Iho Door ol Itio 


Arch-Conspirator. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—Herman W. 


Mudgctt, or, to use the name by which ho 
is better kncnvn, H. H. HolmiiS, was Sat- 
urday night, convicted of ram-tier in tho 
first dcjjroo for killing Bcnjnmin F. Pite- 
zel, In this city, on Si-pt. 2, 1894. 


H. H. HOLMES. 


Tile jury retired to deliberate at 5:40 


o'clock. According to one of their num- 
ber, they had readied their verdict before 
tho doors of their room closed upon them. 
They ate their supper first. They they 
took» biilluf, and every man 
cif the 12 


answered, "Gtiilly of murder in the first 
degree." 


For decency snke they talked about the 


cuse for IJ-i hours. 
Then word was sent 


into court that they had agreed. This vrus 
at 8 15'o'olock. It took a half hour to get 
the court in readiness to receive tho ver- 
dict. 


Holmes spoke to his counsel, Roton and 


Shoemaker, in the cailroom, before ho \vas 
taken back to Moyaiuerisiuc; prison. To 
them, he said: ''I feel that this condemns 
me. It was nn unjust trial." He would 
say no more than that. 


Immcili.itely after the announcement of 


the verdict the usual application tor leave 
to file a motion for a new trial was made. 
District Attorney Gralmm did not oppose 
the motion and Judge Arnold fixed Nov. 
18 for a hearing. The principal reason 
urged will be lack of time for the prepara- 
tion of the defense. 


Should a new trial be refused, an appeal 


will be taken to the supreme court, and 
argument heard tit its next sitting in this 
city, January, 1898. • So, that even if 
everything goes against him, Holmes has 
yet some time to spend on earth. 


The Pitezel Mystery. 


Benjamin F. Pitezcl's body was found 


in a house at 1316 Callowhill street, Sept. 3, 
189i. A shattered lamp was found by tho 
side of-the body, which bora evidence of 
having burned, and the coroner's jury con- 
cluded that the oil lamp had exploded, 
and that Pitezel, who was at the time 
known as B. F. Perry, hod been burned to 
death, and accordingly rendered a verdict 
of accidental death. There was no claim- 
ant for the body, and it was buried in 
potter's field. 


Subsequently- "an assertion came from 


Pitezel's lawyer at St. Louis, Jbptlm 
Howe, that the body was that of Benja- 
min F. Pitesier, and a claim was made on 
the Fidelity Mutual Life association of 
Philadelphia for $10,000, which that com- 
pany carried on Pitezel's lite. The body 
WHS exhumed arid was dually identified by 
his daughter, who was brought from St 
Louis, as that tit Pitezel. 


The insuraneb company paid tho claim, 


but not being satisfied that Pitezel had 
met his death'accidentally, at once placed 
detectives on the case. This resulted in 
the arrest In 'Boston of Mudgctt, alias 
Holmes.: The fatter was brought here 
and was placed on trial, charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the insurance company. 


Holmes pleaded guilty to this charge, 


but to com but the more serious charge of 
murder claimed1 that Pitezel was still liv- 
ing; that a body was obtained from a 
New York dissecting room aud placed in 
the building on Callowhill street after 
burning the skin slightly and throwing a 
lamp on the floor. Holmes claimed that 
he and Pitezel left tho city and subse- 
quently informed Mrs. Pitezel that tho 
body was that of her missing husband, 
aud had her press her claim for the insur- 
ance. 


Holmes was sent to prison to await se •» 


tence on th» conspiracy trial, and District 
Attorney Graham started Detoctlvo Gcycr 
out to visit Toronto, Chicago and other 
western cities to endeavor to obtain evi- 
dence against Holmes which would war- 
rant his being arraigned for murder. De- 
tective Goycr's success in finding the dead 
bodies of the children is well known, and 
other facts which he gleamed satisfied the 
district attorney that Holmes could be 
convicted here of the murder of Fitozal. 
Detective Geyer also brought to this city 
Sirs. Pitezel and others from various parts 
of the west and Canada to take the stand 
as witnesses against Holmes. 


Remarkable Criminal History. 


Herman W. Mudgett, alias H. H. 


Holmes, alias H. H. Howard, was born in 
Burlington. Vt., and later studied medi- 
cine in Ann Arbor, Mich. He was mar- 
ried at tho latter place. He and a friend 
swindled all insurance company of Chi- 
cago out of $12,1100 soon after graduating. 
He made another haul of ?10,000 in a sim- 
ilar way. Holmes went into the drug 
busiuessaud speculated. His wife went, 
homo, and 
he then married another 


ivcmmn, with whom he went to California. 


llcturninjt in abouta year, he tried to 


rhcat a fire insurance company out of JOd,- 
1/00, failed, and, learning that his type- 
writer and her sister had inherited $50,- 
\m, laid ft scheme to got the money. 
TI.e 


Bister came to live with them, and di>:ip- 
poared. Holmes next appeared iu Term 
Haute, lad., whore ho bailed B. F. Piuv.i-1 
out of jail. From there ho went to Frauk- 
lin, Ind., where ho married Miss Yoke, 
and they spent their honeymoon in Den- 
ver, where Holmes made $37,000 in specu- 
lation. 
' 


In Philadelphia, later on, he and Pitezel 


played the lust card. Pitezel was insured 
in the Philiukilphia Mutual for $10,000. 
On Sept. 3 his supposed body was found 
In the houso 'at 1318 Callowhill street. 
Pitezel's wife Hnd children identified the 
body as Pitezel's, and i75U!> of the insurance 
money was paid over. Then Train Bobber 
Hedgespeth gave the whole case away to 
Chief of Police Harrison. 
Holmes was 


traced to Toronto and Burlington, Vt., 
and later he was arrested.

They will take him for somo- 
thiugelse now," she added.

"Holmes' wife fainted. She closed hei 


eyes and laid down on the lounge, .seem- 
ingly in great agony. She anticipated tho 
bad news, and when it was broken to bet 
slm became almost hysterical. Her sobs 
were painful to behold, while Mr. MudgetS 
simply mumbled to himself, as if abso- 
lutely overwhelmed by his great sorrow. 


Old Mrs. MudjjoH at length said: "Tl.j 


newspapers have done us great injuries in 
this awful ordeal. I want you to say that 
when young Herman left us, some sis 
years ago, he was the cleanest youth in 
town. We are not responsible for his 
conduct since. I think he must bo out of 
his mind." 


Tho elder Mudgett was now shedding 


tears. Holmes' mother maintained, to all 
appearances, a stoical indifference, while 
her daughter-in-law appeared childishly 
simple. 


The reporter took dinner at Tilton with 


Holmes' 14-year-old, son, Robert. 
The 


young man was innocent of the verdict. 
"Robert," I said after dinner, "you might 
as well learn now that your father has 
been found guilty of murder iu tho first 
degree." Robert hung his head and shed 
tears copiously. "Oh, my poor papa," he 
said: 
"Do you think they will hang 


him?" The scene was pitiful and pathetic 
in the extreme. 


While the majority of the members of 


the family spoke as if they thought Holmes 
might have been acquitted of the charge 
for which be has just been tried, they evi- 
dently believed he could not prove bis 
innocence of all the crimes he is accused 
of. In fact, bis wife seemed to expect just 
the kind of verdict that has been rendered.

A full legislature is to bo 


elected. The politics of the state senate 
Will be of national importance, as that 
body will participate iu tho election of a 
United States senator to succeed David B. 
Bill. The Republican managers say they 
expect to carry the state by 50.000.
